British Diesel Experiments 


URING the past few weeks the Diesel type engine has 

been very much in the automotive eye, so to speak. The 
Packard experiments with a Diesel type for airplane service 
have aroused a great deal of interest. The great drawback 
under which the Diesel has hitherto labored in any vehicu- 
lar service has been the excessive weight that has been neces- 
sary with this type of power plant. If a Diesel could be 
made for airplane service, obviously this obstacle had been 
overcome. 

Simultaneously with this Packard development, experi- 
ments were being conducted in England with a Diesel type 
engine designed primarily for motor truck service. The 
Royal Automobile Club has just issued a report on two mo- 
tor “lorries” powered with Diesels, which have been under- 
going tests over there. One of these trucks, pulling a trailer, 
with a total running weight of 19% tons and carrying 
twelve tons of load, ran 51 miles at an average of 7.9 
miles an hour and made 6.58 miles a gallon of heavy oil. A 
second test, truck of 11 tons ran 691 miles, carrying six 
tons of load at 17.7 miles an hour. The operation of both 
vehicles is described as, having been entirely satisfactory. 
In this country we have also seen a successful demonstration 
of a Diesel engined truck, a Mercedes-Benz, which was re- 
cently described in The debemaibes Daily News. 

It would certainly seem that after its years of devel- 
opment the Diesel engine is to play a part in the future 
of vehicular transportation. 


Air Law 


7 is an interesting fact that in spite of the rapid develop- 
ment of the science and industry of aviation, the law of 
the air is still in an almost chaotic condition. For instance, 
it has not yet been definitely determined that an airplane 
has an actual legal right to fly over the land or possessions 
of any man. One of the cardinal principles of Anglo-Saxon 
law has been the assumption that “he who owns the ground 
owns to the depths and to the skies.” 

Until the coming of the airplane this legal maxim has 
been considered as referring to the right of a ground owner 
to prevent a neighbor from allowing his trees to hang over 
the boundary line or to build a structure which would over- 
hang the land of the objecting owner. This was satisfac- 
tory enough when men built not over a thousand feet above 
the ground, but can this sky law be applied to a vehicle in 
motion a mile or so above an owner’s ground? There has 
been no indication that the courts intend to uphold any such 
construction of a law obviously intended to meet entirely 
different conditions. 

There is also much need for clarifying the law as 
regards damage to property caused by airplanes flying 
over or crashing into the ground. Until now nothing very 
clear has come out of the courts with regard to this, but 
the constant development of and increase in aviation will 

undoubtedly bring the needed legal precedents.

‘ecommending the elimination of 
the minor cases is so that we may 
not discourage men reporting to the 
First Aid, as may be done if we 
include the minor cases. We must 
avoid this as, if men stay away 
from the First Aid to avoid charges 
against the department, we may 
get some severe infections from 
that neglect. If we make it clear 
that the minor cases reported do 
not penalize the department we 
avoid this danger. 

Philip J. Bowen, foreman of the 
annealing department of the 
Michigan Steel Corporation, De- 
troit, in his address at the Auto- 
motive Section meeting in the 
McAlpin, placed much of the re- 
sponsibility for shop accidents up 
to the foreman. He said that it 
is the duty of the foreman to 
study his men, find out their 
weaknesses and classify them ac- 
cordingly. 

The worker who is careless is not 
only a menace to himself, but to all 
xther workers about him. It is the 
foreman’'s duty, Mr. Bowen declared, 
o see that all possible steps are 
aken to overcome this carelessness 
*n the part of workers and it is 
vart of the foreman’s job also to 
inspect and make sure that the ma- 
‘hines or tools being used by care- 
ul of well as careless employees are 
n proper working order.
